GROUP  FOURTEEN 

I have  observed  notes  from  several  plates  prepared  in  1893  with  an 
unusual  combination  of  styles.  The  most  unusual  feature  of  all  notes  in  this 
group  is  that  they  bear  the  otherwise  very  early  style  of  black  charter 
numbers  in  the  border  design.  These  notes  sometimes  bear  the  patent 
lettering  style  in  the  bank  title,  but  generic  lettering  in  the  payment  clause, 
similar  to  some  notes  in  Group  Thirteen.  Other  notes  of  this  group  bear 
various  layouts  in  the  bank  title,  with  the  exact  “First  Issue’'  style  payment 
clause.  Notes  from  these  plates  also  demonstrate  the  apparent  lack  of  BEP 
concern  for  artistic  design  at  that  time. 
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28.  Group  Fourteen  proof  notes  from  Charter  509  and  Charter  9 JO,  both  from 
plates  approved  in  August  1893  by  the  acting  Chief  of  the  BEP.  Both  notes 
bear  black  charter  numbers  in  the  border  design  and  a “First  Issue  " style 
payment  clause,  including  “ FIVE  DOLLARS.  ” Notice  the  letters  in 
“NATIONAL  BANK ” on  the  Charter  910  note  are  exactly  the  same  as  on  notes 
in  Group  Seven  and  Group  Eight. 
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29.  Group  Fourteen  notes  from  Charter  643,  with  the  black  charter  numbers  in  the 
border  design.  The  top  note  with  the  plate  letter  “A  ” was  printed  in  1893.  The 
bottom  note  with  plate  letter  “G,  ” from  the  second  plate,  was  printed  in  mid- 
1895.  Notice,  these  notes  and  the  note  below  all  bear  1893  plate  dates. 


30.  A note,  printed  in  1898,  from  the  third  $5  plate  for  Charter  643,  bearing  plate 
letter  “I,  ” the  later  “more  artistic  ” Group  Twenty-one  style  title  layout,  and 
wide  white  charter  numbers  in  the  border  design. 
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Although  Charter  643,  “The  Atlantic  National  Bank  of  Boston,  MA.” 
extended  in  1884,  it  apparently  did  not  order  $5  Series  of  1882  notes  until 
1893.  For  some  unknown  reason,  even  though  no  large  printings  occurred 
tor  the  bank  for  at  least  two  years,  the  BEP  prepared  two  Group  Fourteen- 
style  $5  plates  in  1893  with  black  charter  numbers  in  the  border  design.  The 
Chief  of  the  BEP  approved  the  first  plate  on  July  31,  1893  and  the  second 
plate  on  August  19,  1893.  On  February  18,  1898,  the  BEP  approved  the 
third  $5  plate  for  this  bank,  with  a new  title  layout  and  white  charter 
numbers  in  the  border. 


GROUP  FIFTEEN 

The  key  feature  of  all  notes  in  this  group  is  the  payment  clause.  The 
letter  style  and  layout  of  the  clause  is  completely  different  from  any  other 
Series  of  1882  $5  notes.  “ON  DEMAND’’  is  actually  slightly  similar  to  the 
second  variety  of  payment  clause  found  on  Series  of  1882  $10  notes,  as 
illustrated  in  Part  Twenty-Two.  The  word  order  with  “to  bearer”  is  also  the 
same  as  found  on  $10  notes. 
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31.  A Group  Fifteen  note  from  Charter  2153,  with  the  “Semi-Circus  Poster’’  style 
title  layout,  from  a plate  prepared  in  1894. 
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I have  observed  Group  Fifteen  notes  from  a few  banks  from  plates 
prepared  in  1894  and  1895  with  this  payment  clause,  with  two  different 
styles  of  title  layout.  The  first  is  the  “Semi-Circus  Poster'’  variety  in  which 
the  bank  title  is  almost  exactly  the  same  as  on  the  regular  “Circus  Poster” 
layouts,  except  the  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK”  are  not  always  lighter  at 
the  left  and  darker  at  the  right.  The  second  is  an  artistic  style  title  layout 
slightly  similar  to  some  notes  in  Group  Twelve.  A note  with  the  latter  style 
title  layout  recently  appeared  from  Charter  2249,  Jenkintown,  PA. 
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32.  Group  Fifteen  proof  notes  from  Charter  2249,  from  a plate  approved  in 
February  1895,  with  the  artistic-style  title  layout.  (Photo  courtesy  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution) 
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GROUP  SIXTEEN 


Notes  with  this  style  layout  appeared  in  the  mid- 1890s,  probably 
beginning  in  1894.  The  key  feature  of  this  group  is  the  “pointed”  style  of 
letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK.”  The  first  “N”  and  “B”  are  a little  taller  and 
most  of  the  letters  are  very  pointed,  especially  the  first  “N,”  the  “A’s,”  the 
“B,”  and  the  “K.”  These  notes  are  found  with  or  without  the  city  in  a 
tombstone,  usually  with  shaded  and/or  fancy  letters.  This  is  also  the  earliest 
instance  I have  observed  where  the  plates  prepared  for  the  $5  and  the  higher 
denomination  notes  of  a bank  bear  nearly  identical  title  layouts. 
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53.  A Group  Sixteen  $5  note  from  Charter  4978  and  a $10  note  from  the  same 
batik,  from  plates  prepared  in  1894,  with  the  same  title  layout  except  the  words, 
“THE  FIRST." 
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34.  Group  Sixteen  notes  from  Charter  2232  with  the  city  in  a tombstone  in  a mid 
1890s  style,  and  from  Charter  2277  with  the  city  in  ornate  letters  without  a 
tombstone. 
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35.  A Group  Sixteen  note  from  Charter  610  with  an  1896  plate  date.  This  bank 
extended  in  1884,  but  since  it  did  not  order  $5  notes  until  1896,  the  plate  thus 
fell  into  this  group.  The  title  also  bears  the  exact  same  version  of  the  letters  in 
PHILADELPHIA  and  the  same  tombstone  ornaments  used  later  on  the  Charter 
1 743  note  illustrated  in  Figure  25. 
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GROUP  SEVENTEEN 


This  “Circus  Poster17  layout  appears  on  a plate  prepared  in  November 
1895.  The  only  discernable  differences  from  the  earlier  Group  Five  “Circus 
Poster11  style  are  in  the  payment  clause,  where  the  letters  are  a little  more 
spread  out,  and  that  the  left  plate  letter  is  at  the  “out”  location.  “Will  Pay  - 
the  Bearer  - on  Demand11  is  on  three  lines  with  different  curved  bases.  I 
have  observed  this  style  only  on  notes  from  Charter  5022,  Sioux  City,  IA, 
although  others  could  exist. 
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36.  A Group  Seventeen  “Circus  Poster ” note  from  Charter  5022  arid  an  earlier 
style  Group  Five  “Circus  Poster”  note  from  the  second  replacement  plate  for 
Charter  134.  The  bottom  note  also  bears  the  plate  position  letters  at  the  “out- 
put” locations. 
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GROUP  EIGHTEEN 


The  key  feature  of  this  group  is  the  “semi-pointed”  letter  style  in 
“NATIONAL  BANK,”  which  is  slightly  similar  to  the  style  of  Group 
Sixteen.  Although  the  letters  can  be  found  in  different  sizes,  they  all  are 
uniform  in  height  with  the  left  sides  of  the  “A’s”  rounded.  Series  of  1882 
notes  with  this  letter  style  first  appeared  from  plates  made  in  the  mid- 1890s, 
probably  beginning  in  1895.  These  notes  had  the  one-line  generic  payment 
clause  with  either  wide  shaded  letters  in  “FIVE  DOLLARS,”  or  narrower 
letters  in  “FIVE  DOLLARS”  with  a diagonal  crossbar  in  “A.”  This  style  of 
title  layout  again  appears  on  some  higher  denomination  notes.  I have  also 
observed  a few  Series  of  1902  notes  with  this  style  of  letters  in 
“NATIONAL  BANK.” 
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57.  Group  Eighteen  notes  from  Charter  5027  and  Charter  2332,  with  different  size 
similar  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK  OF.  ” 
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On  some  notes  in  Group  Eighteen , only  the  letters  in  the  word 
“NATIONAL”  are  in  the  “semi-pointed”  style.  I have  observed  notes  from 
one  bank  with  a very  unusual  combination  in  the  title  layout.  This  appears 
on  the  $5  Series  of  1882  plate,  prepared  in  1895  for  Charter  1243,  “The 
National  New  Haven  Bank,  New  Haven,  CT.”  In  this  instance,  the  letters  in 
“New  Haven  Bank"  are  exactly  the  same  in  style  and  size,  as  they  had 
appeared  on  the  bank’s  Series  of  1882  10-10-10-20  plate  prepared  in  1885, 
and  on  the  bank’s  Original  Series  10-10-10-20  and  50-100  plates  prepared 
around  November  1865  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  This  bank’s  $5 
Original  Series  plate,  prepared  by  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Co.  had  a 
completely  different  title  layout.

38.  A Series  of  1882  $10  note  from  Charter  2225  and  a Series  of  1902  $5  note  from 
Charter  6499,  both  with  the  same  version  of  " NATIONAL  BANK  OF”  as  found 
on  Group  Eighteen  notes. 
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39.  The  lower  half  of  a Series  of  1875  10-10-10-20  proof  sheet  and  a Series  of  1875 
50-100  proof  sheet.  Both  are  from  plates  prepared  for  Charter  1243  by  the 
American  Bank  Note  Co.  for  the  Original  Series  issue.

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40.  A proof  Series  of  1882  $20  note  of  Charter  1243,  from  a plate  prepared  in  1885 
and  a proof  $5  note  from  a plate  prepared  in  1895  for  the  same  hank,  with  the 
exact  same  letters  in  “New  Haven  Bank,  ” hut  with  Group  Eighteen  style  letters 
in  “NA  TIONAL.  ” (Photo  courtesy  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution) 
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41.  A note  from  the  Charter  1036  replacement  plate  prepared  in  1896  with  the 
Group  Eighteen  style  letters  in  “NA  TIONAL,  ” but  bearing  narrow  letters  in 
“FIVE  DOLLARS’’  with  a diagonal  crossbar  in  the  letter  “A,  ” similar  to  notes 
in  Group  Nineteen. 
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GROUP  NINETEEN 


All  notes  from  this  group  have  narrow  letters  in  “FIVE  DOLLARS,” 
with  a diagonal  crossbar  in  the  letter  “A,”  and  artistic-style  title  layouts 
similar  to  Group  Twelve,  but  with  a more  mid-to-late  1890s  look.  Such 
notes  are  from  plates  prepared  from  the  mid- 1890s  to  the  early  1900s.  This 
style  is  also  found  on  some  replacement  plates  for  banks  whose  preceding 
plates  bore  an  earlier  style  layout.  Again,  in  the  mid-1890s,  as  in  the  late 
1880s,  we  see  the  BEP  being  concerned  and  preparing  replacement  plates, 
which  they  considered  more  artistic  than  the  banks’  earlier-style  plates.

42.  Group  Nineteen  notes  of  Charter  2337  (above),  from  a new  plate  for  an 
extended  hank,  bearing  narrow  letters  in  “FIVE  DOLLARS ” with  the  diagonal 
crossbar  in  “A  ” with  a mid- 1890s  version  of  “NATIONAL  BANK  OF,  ” and  for 
Charter  1 196  (below),  from  a replacement  plate  prepared  in  1897.  The  note 
illustrated  in  figure  25  from  the  Charter  1743  replacement  plate  would  also 
fall  into  this  group. 
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GROUP  TWENTY 


Some  other  notes  from  plates  prepared  in  the  late  1890s  and  early 
1900s,  bear  regular  narrower  letters  in  “FIVE  DOLLARS,”  exactly  the  same 
as  all  notes  in  Groups  Seven,  Eight,  and  Fifteen.  These  notes  usually  have 
fairly  plain  title  layouts  that  are  quite  similar  to,  or  exactly  the  same  as,  those 
found  on  Series  of  1902  notes.  Some  notes  in  this  and  the  next  group  bear 
the  exact  same  straight-line  national  bank  in  a tombstone  as  found  on  Series 
of  1902  notes. 
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Group  Twenty  notes  from  plates  prepared  in  the  late  1890s  and  early  1900s, 
with  the  late-style  title  layouts,  but  with  an  earlier  narrow  version  of  “FIVE 


DOLLARS. 
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GROUP  TWENTY-ONE 


Group  Twenty-one  notes  usually  bear  a curved  or  “serpentine”  second 
line  in  the  title,  or  in  “NATIONAL  BANK”  as  in  Figure  30.  All  notes  in  this 
group  bear  the  generic  payment  clause,  including  the  wide,  shaded  “FIVE 
DOLLARS.”  This  style  seems  to  have  begun  in  the  very  late  1890s. 
Actually,  these  notes  are  fairly  similar  to  the  notes  of  Group  Twelve  with 
the  wide  shaded  “FIVE  DOLLARS,”  but  the  bank  titles  usually  have  a rather 
plain  look. 
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44.  Group  Twenty-one  notes  from  Charter  2045  and  Charter  4204,  with  the  wide 
shaded  version  of  “FIVE  DOLLARS.  ” The  Charter  4204  note  is  from  the  first 
delivery  of  Series  of  1882  $5  notes,  from  a plate  prepared  in  1906. 
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45.  The  same  straight-line  version  of  “NATIONAL  BANK " and  tombstone  border 
ornaments  on  the  Charter  4204  Series  of  1882  note,  and  on  a Series  of  1902 
note  from  Charter  942. 


OTHER  REPLACEMENT  PLATE  LAYOUT  CHANGES 

The  BEP  regularly  made  Series  of  1882  replacement  plates  for  many 
banks.  As  mentioned,  these  plates  could  be  similar,  nearly  similar  to  the 
earlier  plate,  or  completely  different.  After  1886,  when  the  BEP  made 
replacement  plates  that  were  nearly  the  same  as  the  earlier  plates  with 
Group  One,  Two,  Three,  or  Four  layouts,  the  only  difference  would 
usually  be  that  the  BEP  logo  would  now  appear  in  the  bottom  border  design. 
These  replacement  plates  would  still  bear  stacked  Treasury  signatures  and 
the  plate-position  letters  at  the  “in-in”  locations.  However,  I have  also 
observed  a Group  One  replacement  plate,  from  one  bank.  Charter  626, 
Hopkinton,  MA,  which  still  bears  the  BEP  name  at  the  top  right,  but  with  the 
plate-position  letters  at  the  “out-out”  locations.  This  replacement  plate  was 
prepared  in  1904. 
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46.  A Group  One  note  from  Charter  626  and  a similar  note  from  the  same  hank’s 
replacement  plate  (prepared  in  1904)  with  the  only  difference  being  the  plate 
letter  locations. 


I have  observed  Series  of  1882  $5  Brown  Back  notes  from  one  bank. 
Charter  733,  New  York,  NY,  with  three  different  title  layouts.  The  BEP 
prepared  twelve  different  Series  of  1 882  $5  face  plates  for  this  bank.  The 
first  $5  face  plate,  prepared  in  1885,  bore  a Group  One  layout,  with  the 
BEP  name  at  the  top  right.  The  second  $5  plate,  prepared  in  1893,  also  bore 
the  same  Group  One  layout,  but  the  BEP  logo  was  now  in  the  bottom 
border  design.  Beginning  in  1896,  the  BEP  prepared  four  $5  plates  with  a 
Group  Nineteen  layout.  Then,  beginning  in  1902,  the  BEP  produced 
another  six  $5  plates  with  a Group  Twenty-one  layout  and  a Series  of  1902- 
style  look.  All  six  of  these  plates  with  the  third  title  layout  bear  plate 
position  letters  from  Aa  to  Xx. 
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-/7.  The  three  different  face  layouts  on  $5  Brown  Backs  from  Charter  733. 
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DISCUSSION 


When  illustrating  Series  of  1882  notes  in  these  chapters,  whenever 
possible  I have  used  notes  with  plate  dates  near  the  time  that  the  BEP 
prepared  the  first  plate  for  that  denomination.  In  most  cases,  I have 
indicated  when  a first  plate  was  prepared  some  time  after  the  plate  date  on 
the  note.  Of  course,  when  the  BEP  prepared  a second  or  replacement  plate 
for  any  denomination,  the  plate  date  would  read  the  same  as  it  had  on  the 
earlier  plate.  All  observed  Series  of  1 882  notes  and  proofs  have  confirmed 
this  practice.  I have  also  illustrated  some  proofs  to  indicate  when  certain 
odd  issues  were  made  and  approved.  In  addition,  some  of  the  notes 
illustrated  in  later  groups  bear  blue  seals  and  are  from  Series  of  1882  Date 
Back  face  plates.  These  same  plates  were  previously  used  for  the  banks' 
Brown  Back  issues  without  the  “OR  OTHER  SECURITIES”  clause. 

In  general,  I have  formed  the  different  groups  listed  when  a certain 
new  feature  began  to  appear.  These  features  included  the  color  of  the 
engraved  charter  number  in  the  border  design,  the  style  letters  in  the  bank 
title  (sometimes  only  the  words  “NATIONAL  BANK”),  the  style  letters  in 
“Will  Pay  the  Bearer  on  Demand,”  and  (except  for  Group  One)  the  style 
letters  in  “FIVE  DOLLARS.” 

As  previously  mentioned,  I have  observed  about  twenty  different 
versions  of  “FIVE  DOLLARS”  that  appear  on  Group  One  notes.  Figures 
18,  19,  and  20  in  Part  Twenty-two  illustrated  several  of  these  versions.  As 
these  different  versions  of  “FIVE  DOLLARS”  and  the  different  types  of 
lettering  in  the  bank  titles  were  all  produced  between  mid- 1882  and  mid- 
1885, 1 have  placed  them  all  in  Group  One.  Several  Group  One  notes  and 
proofs  were  also  illustrated  in  Part  Seventeen,  including  Charters  31,  35,  36, 
39,  45,  468,  475,  476,  503,  514,  and  590. 

The  dating  of  the  different  groups  and  varieties  presented  here  are  my 
best  estimates  based  on  numerous  observations  and  information.  I have 
deduced  and  attempted  to  describe  the  many  changes  in  policies  for  plate 
design  and  preparation  through  the  years  of  the  Brown  Back  issues.  Notes 
with  conflicting  or  different  variations  could  certainly  appear  m the  future. 

Notice:  Table  l has  been  revised  to  add  Group  15B  for  the  recently 
observed  note  from  Jen/cintown,  PA . 
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During  the  mid- 1890s,  the  BEP  prepared  several  plates  with  very 
ornate  and/or  shaded  letters  in  the  city  or  town  name,  or  in  the  letters  in 
“NATIONAL  BANK,”  in  a tombstone  that  sometimes  bore  fancy 
decorations.  Most  of  these  plates  also  bore  the  pointed  or  semi-pointed  style 
letters  in  Groups  Sixteen  and  Eighteen,  such  as  the  Charter  2232  note 
illustrated  in  Figure  33,  and  the  Charter  2332  note  in  Figure  36.  There  were 
also  a few  plates  with  the  fancy  tombstones  or  shaded  letters  in  the  city, 
state,  or  “NATIONAL  BANK,”  which  bear  the  narrow  letters  in  “FIVE 
DOLLARS”  that  are  included  in  Group  Nineteen,  such  as  the  Charter  2337 
note  illustrated  in  Figure  41.  These  fancy  tombstones  or  letters  could 
possibly  be  found  on  some  Group  Twenty  notes. 

However,  the  BEP  also  prepared  some  other  plates  around  the  same 
time  with  the  fancy  letters  and  tombstones  that  do  not  bear  the  Group 
Sixteen  or  Eighteen  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK,”  or  the  narrow  letters 
in  “FIVE  DOLLARS”  of  Group  Nineteen.  Such  notes  without  pointed  or 
semi-pointed  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK”  are  included  in  Group  Twelve. 
Also  notice,  there  is  a rather  fine  line  between  these  Group  Twelve  notes 
and  the  notes  in  Group  Twenty-one.

48.  A Group  Twelve  note  of  Charter  2999.  The  bank  was  chartered  in  1883,  but 
apparently  did  not  order  $5  notes  until  1896,  when  the  first  $5  plate  was 
prepared.  Notice  the  fancy  decorations  in  the  border  of  the  tombstone  and  the 
fancy  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK”  on  this  note. 
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There  is  often  some  luck  involved  in  discovering  new  variations  with 
unusual  lettering  combinations  in  the  face  layouts.  Occasionally,  a note  may 
surface,  or  an  unexpectedly  different  note  layout  may  be  observed  on  a proof 
sheet  in  the  Smithsonian,  leading  to  further  research  on  the  issues  of  that 
bank.  One  such  instance,  illustrated  in  Figures  38  and  39,  involved  the 
issues  of  Charter  1243,  “The  National  New  Haven  Bank,  New  Haven,  CT.” 
In  another  instance,  a $5  note  from  Charter  2249,  “The  Jenkintown  National 
Bank,  Jenkintown,  PA,”  appeared  in  an  auction  catalog.  Proof  notes  of  this 
recently  discovered  variation  are  illustrated  in  Figure  32. 

Another  discovery  was  a $5  note  from  the  Charter  626,  Hopkinton, 
MA  replacement  plate,  prepared  in  1904,  with  the  plate  letters  at  the  “out- 
0111”  locations.  1 did  not  expect  this  variation  and  was  quite  surprised  to  see 
it.  I have  also  recently  observed  a few  other  proofs  in  the  Smithsonian  from 
replacement  plates  prepared  in  1904  bearing  the  early  Group  One,  Two, 
and  Three  title  layouts  with  all  the  same  outer  design  varieties  as  on  the 
bank’s  first  $5  plate  (including  the  BEP  name  at  the  top  right).  Apparently, 
again  in  1904,  the  BEP  was  not  concerned  about  their  logo  location  and 
style,  or  about  the  artistic  quality  of  face  plate  layouts. 


49.  A Group  Two  note  from  Charter  1184.  The  replacement  plate  for  this  hank 
was  approved  on  June  25,  1904  with  all  the  features  on  this  note  including  the 
BEP  name  still  at  the  top  right.

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Dallas  Coin  Club  History  And  It's  Scrip

The  Dallas  Coin  Club  has  had  a paper  money  slant  to 
it.  William  A.  Philpott  was  the  club's  founder  and 
first  president,  R.F.  Schermerhorn  was  the 
president  during  the  club's  25th  Anniversary  and 
former  SPMC  president  Tom  Bairn  was  president  of  the 
Dallas  Coin  club  in  1959.  Paper  money  was  the 
favorite  of  many  others  in  the  Dallas  Coin  club  and 
this  continues  up  to  the  present.  I was  introduced 
to  the  Dallas  Coin  Club  and  SPMC  by  a paper  money 
enthusiast,  T.  Homer  Brooka . I would  like  to  tell 
you  a little  about  the  club. 

The  Dallas  Coin  club  was  organized  on  May  24, 
1928  through  the  efforts  of  William  A.  Philpott, 
Jr.  and  C.A.  McGlamery.  They  were  the  first 
president  and  secretary- treasurer  respectively  and 
were  assigned  membership  numbers  1 and  2 . 

Also,  at  the  club's  organizational  meeting  a 
facsimile  of  the  Confederate  half  dollar  revers  was 
adopted  as  the  club's  emblem.  The  original  die  for 
the  Confederate  half  dollar  was  made  at  the  New 
Orleans  mint  in  1861  after  the  mint  had  been 
captured  by  Confederate  forces.  Only  four  original 
coins  were  struck  with  this  die.  This  half  dollar 
is  not  particularly  attached  to  Texas  history,  but 
is  symbolic  of  the  whole  South.  Since  the  Dallas 
Coin  Club  was  the  first  coin  club  to  be  organized 
in  the  South,  the  Confederate  half  dollar  is 
fitting  as  abn  insignia  for  the  club.  The  emblem 
appears  on  the  club's  medals,  membership  cards  and 
stationary. 

The  club  became  a member  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  on  October  1,  1928.  The 

club  joined  the  newly  founded  Texas  Numismatic 
Association  in  1960. 
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The  big  “D”  Coiners  Club  merged  with  the  Dallas 
Club  on  April  15,  1971.  Many  members  belonged  to 
both  clubs. 

Two  members  of  the  Dallas  Coin  Club  served  on 
the  U.S.  Assay  Commission.  They  were  Mr.  Philpott 
and  Brad  Mills.  Many  other  members  have  been 
leading  figures  in  national  and  state  numismatics. 
Many  members  have  authored  books  and  penned  many 
articles  pertaining  to  numismatics  down  through  the 
years.  Also,  members  frequently  exhibit  at  local, 
state  and  national  coin  shows. 

The  club  has  hosted  six  Texas  Numismatic 
Association  conventions  (1964,  1967,  1972,  1975, 
1978  and  1981)  and  one  American  Numismatic 
Association  convention  in  1953,  coincident  with  the 
club's  25th  anniversary.  In  1970,  the  club  hosted 
the  seventh  Professional  Numismatic  Guild 
convention.  The  club  has  also  hosted  many  local 
coin  shows. 

The  club  has  met  every  month  since  its 
inception.  From  May  1928  to  August  1979,  the  club 
held  its  meetings  in  the  Baker  Hotel  . The  lone 
exception  was  1938  when  the  club  met  at  the 
Adolphus  Hotel.  From  September  1979  to  June  1986, 
the  club  met  at  the  Holiday  Inn  Central.  From  July 
1986  to  May  1989,  the  meetings  were  held  at  the 
Colony  Parke  Hotel.  Since  June,  1989  to  the 
present,  meetings  have  been  held  at  the  Dallas 
International  Center  in  Preston  Center.  Meetings 
are  held  on  the  third  Thursday  of  the  month  at  7:30 
p.m.  Dues  are  extremely  modest. 

The  Dallas  Coin  Club  stresses  friendship  and 
knowledge  through  numismatics.  The  Dallas  Coin 
Club  and  other  local  coin  clubs  are  the  best 
bargain  in  all  numismatics! 
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Though  the  club  has  issued  several  medals  and 
other  memorabilia  throughout  its  existence  of  over 
70  years,  the  club  only  had  one  issue  of  scrip  and 
it  was  for  use  during  the  club's  February  1990 
show.  It  was  conceived  by  the  show  chairman,  Paul 
Garner,  and  is  of  a uniface  design.  He  used  the 
Dallas  Coin  Club's  emblem  of  the  confederate  half 
dollar  five  times  to  represent  $2.50  in  trade.  Mr. 
Garner  is  a specialist  in  Oriental  numismatics  and 
used  the  “chop”  atlower  center  and  stamped  serial 
number  to  validate  the  notes.  However,  the  scrip 
was  not  signed,  even  though  there  is  a signature 
line  for  the  show  chairman.  The  scrip  was  given 
out  to  table  holders  and  show  volunteers  to  be  used 
for  lunch. 
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
